Girl," If she suspects that thu Informa- 
tion will find Its *ay Into the news- 
papers. She left him and brought their 
daughter, who is now 10 vears old, to 
Paris that the latter might profit fron 
Its educational advantages. 


She continues to takt> a lively interest 


In her husband's career and asserts thai 
neither he nor she will ever seek a di- 
vorce. She corresponds with him at reg- 
ular Intervals ana is the flrst person 
to receive a copy when h* writes a poem 
or a stars-. But she says she does not 
expect to see him again. She has been 
ttway five years now.

to fall In love with the other. Mrs. Le 
Oalllenne did not even see the caller 
and her husband refused to grant his 
request.

the dresses and jewels Mrs. Le Gallienne 
was supposed to possess.

tere^t in the tenancy. But, it is 
understood that the bank direc- 
tors will lose no time in the pre- 
paration of plans for the new 
building.

Heriying the question of equal suffrage. 
Bhe Is her husband's partner and adviser, 
If she happens to be a .shopkeeper, and 
'usually she proves that her business ca- 
pacity Is equal to his. 
That, and some 


tother things, puts her upon even terms 
.with him. Those "other tl.ings" are the 
result of the fact that in France the por- 
tionless girl is fairly certain not to be 
Bought In marriage. From hers birth the 
aim of her parents Is to provide her with 
9, "dot."

having regard to the fact that Portar- 
lington Is a prolific stock raising'area, is 
within a shoit distance of Dublin, and 
enjoys good railway facilities.

protest against forestalling is indicated 
by the advoi tisement of a Board of Town 
Commissioners in Wexford, who, In ref- 
'erence to the Christmas fowl market, ad- 
vise sellers, in their own interests, not 
to expose fowls for sale before 9 o'clock 
n the morning. 


Christmas In the Irish capital was so- 


daily duller than usual this year. There 
naturally were no festivities at the Vice- 
regal Lodge, owing to the mourning of 
Lord and Lady Aberdeen. Much public 
sympathy is felt with them In Ireland, 
especially as Lord Aberdeen's short visit 
to Dublin to attend Sir Ernest Shackle- 
tor»'s lecture in aid of Lady Dudley's 
nursing scheme raised hopes that they 
might be spared the blow of their son's 
death. 


IMPERSONATED A PRIEST.

LORD ARRAN'S HONORS. 


The Investiture of Lord Arran as a 


Knight of St. Patrick by the King re- 
calls in Ireland the Crown Jewel affair, 
•with its undiscovered mysteries. 
There 


is nothing to show why the shadow of 
;he mysterious theft should rest on thp 
Drder of St. Patrick, yet the last three 
X-nights have been created without the 
traditional calling together of a Chapter 
of Knights in Ireland. Lord Pierrie was 
privately admitted Into the order by Lord 
Aberdeen at the command of the King. 
Lords GrananJ and Arran have since been 
nvested at Buckingham Palace by the 
«ng. 
Previous to these three investi- 


ures, these ceremonies had an impor- 
ant position amongst the court functions 
of Dublin Castle. The King, when Prince 
of Wales, went to Ireland to be installed 
i Knight of St. Patrick, with full court 
ceremonial in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral. 


Vo reason has been assigned for chang- 
ng the tradition of the order. But the 
public mind in Ireland associates the 
hange with the Jewel mystery, which is 
not generally believed to be a mystery 
n high official Quarters, but a close 
guarded secret.

London Mariner Tells Thrilling 


Tale of Ship-Wrecked 


Crew in North 


FOOD ALL GONE THEY 


LIVE ON THE SEAWEED 


Ship Hoves in Sight But Sails 


Away Without Seeing 


Sufferers 


LONDON, Jan. 8.—Rarely has a more 


thrilling tale of shipwreck been told than 
that given by Captain James Brown 
in London. 
Mr. Brown, who has had 


EO years' experience In the Great White 
North, was master of the Polar expedi- 
tion ship Windward which picked up 
Narsen In the Arctic regions some years 
ago and brought him back (o Norwav 


Captain of the whaler Snowdrop, with 


Its crew of nine Europeans, he had had 
a successful fishing season In the sum- 
mer of 1908, and was making for Cape 
Haven to land his party of fifteen Eski- 
mo men, seventeen women and thirteen 
children, who had been fishing, when his 
vessel was wrecked In an Arctic storm 


For two or three days the vessel held 


her own In the shelter of a sound, but on 
the night of 
September 18, 1908, the 


barometer went down with a run to 26.30 
'—the lowest the old sailor ever remem- 
bers being recorded. 
Tho wind Hew 


with terrific force, carrying with it blind- 
Ing snow. 


WRECKED AMONG THE ICE. 


The Snowdrop broke from her anchor- 


age and went ashore. 
Fortunately she 


struck between two masses of ground 
ice on the shores of Countess of War- 
wick Sound, in Frobislier Straits. 


Captain Brown called for two volun- 


teers to carry a line ashore. The mate 
Street and William Morrison, a seaman, 
came forward and went out into the 
blinding blizzad. 
They found there was 


no open water between the ship and the 
land, so the Eskimo women and children 
were piloted across rugged ico blocks into 
safety. 


Before the ship was ground to pieces 


by the swaying ico, Captain Brown had 
her sails cut away to make tents; and 
he set all hands to work to carry food 
ashore. The blubber tanks were crushed 
and burst and most of the bread was 
soaked 
with rotten oil before It could 


be salved. 
Some oatmeal In bags was i 


also got ashore. 


On October 29 an entry In the Jog that 


Captain 
Brown brought home records 


in the words, "Bread all gone," the fact 
that supplies were almosj at an end. 
They were ekel out with oatmeal, which 
had to be boiled twice to get rid of the 
taste of the oil with which the bags had 
been saturated 


BEEF UPON THE WATERS. 


After the ship broke up chunks of salt 


beef that were hooked up out of the sea 
were eaten. Tlie water In which the beef 
had been boiled was in much request to 
mix with the oatmeal porridge, and Cap- 
tain Brown's nyes gleamed with humor 
at the recollection of the feast, whfn he 
declared that H was the finest feed he 
ever had in his life. 


Mr. Grant, tho owner of the vessel, 


and some of the crew, tried to cross Hud- 
son Bay in a boat to reach a missionary 
or a trader's station to give news of the 
wreck and organize relief, but they were 
driven back. 
On December 2 Captain 


Brown himself started in sledges across 
the snow for Slgnala. He also failed 
get into touch with helpers. 


From October 30 to November 8 th 


party endured terrible privations. A ga 
and 
snowstorm prevented them goin 


outside the canvas huts they had con 
structed to hunt for food. For days the 
had to live on seeweed. 


RELISHING RAW SEAL BEEF. 


For twelve months almost to a day th 


shipwrecked crew 
of tho 
Snowdrop— 


with the Eskimo tribe—were lost In th 
Arctic without hope of rescue. They ob 
tained enough bear and seal meat tc 
keep themselves alive. 


"Although I have been wrecked st 


times In the Arctic regions, I have neve 
had to eat raw meat before," remarke 
Captain Brown, "but I got to like It to 
wards the end, and even ate raw sea 
beef with a relish!" 


Morrison while away on a hunting ex 


pedltlon with some Eskimo got his legs 
frozen and one foot had to be ampu 
tated. 


A DRAMATIC RESCUE.

Captain Paul Eappmundt, went to sea 
from Eureka last Wednesday rrornlng, 
and from all accounts 
became unman- 


ageable in a gale off Rogue river, Ore- 
gon, 
100 miles north of her port of de- 


parture. The fate of Captain Rappmundt 
and his wife, who accompanied h'lm, and 
the six men of the ciew, Is unknown. 
It is feared that they were hurled to 
their death from the rigging or at best 
are in small boats battling for their lives 
somewhere in the great stoim of waters 
which for the last several days has raged 
with tremendous fury all the way from 
Humboldt bay to Cape Flattery.

timated that If the tide from the estuarj 
were to be shut off it would take sixty 
days.for the two engines to pump the 
lake dry.

Governor Gillett's Position 


There has been some criticism of Governor Gillett's 


failure to make an early announcement that he will or 
will not be a candidate for re-election. ,Why this 
should be I do not understand, except that other can- 
didates and the politically curious generally would like 
to have their inquisitiveness satisfied. Notwithstand- 
ing the eagerness of these individuals the Governor 
himself is evidently 
in no hurry and recently ex- 


pressed a fixed belief that the people of the State are 
not half as anxious to ascertain whether he is to be a 
candidate as are a few politicians. 


It is six months to the primary and'ten months to 


the election. The electors of the State would not re- 
quire all that time to make up their minds whether 
they wish to return the Governor or not, in fact the 
majority of them, should Gillett decide to run again, 
would choose their candidate very quickly.

The Governor feels that there is ample time in 


He knows that he 
now has a great deal of public business to attend to 
and he does not propose to have his attention diverted 
by politics and the pulling and hauling to and from 
different parts of the State that would result should 
ie, by chance, announce at this early day that he will 
be a candidate to succeed himself. 


The situation naturally evolves the questions: "Why 


should the Governor announce his intention at this 
time and precipitate a campaign six months in advance 
of the primary? Will a delay of this announcement 
in any way diminish the high regard in which Gover- 
nornor Gillett is held by the electors of this State? 
Would not an early and premature announcement of 
his candidacy force the Governor into a campaign and 
divert his efforts from the many duties of his office, 
which require his undivided , attention ? What ad- 
vantage would accrue to either the people or the Gov- 
ernor by an early announcement of his candidacy?"

Leading horse breeders of California, acting through

A New Enterprise 


A new enterprise that is prospering in San Fran- 


cisco is that of supplyirg steam for heating, domestic 
and miscellaneous purposes, from a central dis-ribu*- 
ing station. This~enterprise, but recently established 
is suffering from excess of prosperity. 


Heretofore attempts to supply steam to extent 


points from a central station have failed of Access 
because of the waste of steam resulting from t ic ex- 
pansion and contraction of the service pipes, wl ich is 
about three inches in each 100 feet, and causirg the 
disconnecting of the pipes at the joints. A device is 
now used by which th« pipes are connected with a 
bellows constructed of copper and opening or c osing 
as the pipes are expanded or contracted by heat and 
cold. 
The steam pipes are encased in a "packing" 


which enables the steam to retain so large a pei cent- 
age of its heat that a leading restaurant, Mocks distant 
from the central distributing station, uses the tteam 
to boil all the water it us-es and also to do much of its 
cookiner.

Through the efforts of the Sacramento Valley 


Development 
Association, the Southern Pacific

•between Colfax and the Capital city by painting 
the buildings and parking the station grounds. 
The association will endeavor to secure the co- 
operation of women's clubs and other public bodies 
In making their respective towns attractive all

'the railroad stations. The railroad companies ter- 
^nating on the eastern shore of San Francisco 


- 'bay can do a vast amount of good promotion work 


for the State encouraging their station-masters all 
along their lines to beautify the grounds of their 
respective stations with lawns and flower beds, by 
offering, as some of the Eastern railroads do and 
as all the British railroad companies do, annual 
•prizes for the best kept and most attractive station 
grounds. As a result, every station-master makes 
a special effort to excel. Throughout the British 
Isles, the railroad stations are flanked, for long dis- 
tances along the railroad rights-of-way with flower 
gardens which through the spring ?nd summer 
seasons are gorgeous in vari-colored floral wealth, 
and the rest of the rights of way between stations 
is cultivated in vegetables which bring in a good 
revenue to the station-masters and the railroad 
companies, and the effect is pleasing to the eye of 
the traveler. 


On some of the railroads operating in Southern 


California a special interest is being taken in beau- 
tifying the station grounds. Except in isolated in- 
stances, the railroad stations and the rights-of-way 
of the various lines in Central and Northern Cali- 
fornia have so-far received no attention.

civilization of a high order which flourished in the 
land of the Pharaohs thousands of years before 
the Christian era. The Egypt Exploration Fund 
was organized in 1883 in England and the follow- 
ing year it was established in the United States. 
From the start the fund received the support of 
thoughtful scholars in both countries. Lord Cro- 
mer is the present president of the fund and Pro- 
fessor Goodwin of Harvard College and Dr. Chas. 
L. Hutchinson of Chicago are its American vice- 
presidents. 


For a quarter of a century the agents of the 


fund have been delving industriously into the 
sand-covered tombs and dead cities lying in the 
Egyptian desert and recovering priceless antiqui- 
ties — works of ancient art in gold, bronze and 
marble — inscriptions carved and painted on stone 
and papyri, all of which have shed a clearer light 
on ancient history than could have been other- 
wise obtained. The museums of Great Britain 
and the United States have been enriched by the 
antiquities irecovered which have bee,n distributed 
unselfishly among them by the fund. 


Among the latter pap>ri which have been dis- 


covered in the rums of the. ancient city of Oxy- 
rhynchus are scraps of what are described as the 
"New Sayings of Jesus" which it has been deter- 
mined establish the existence of a new gospel un- 
edited by any apostle, and it is hoped that the ex- 
plorations which are still in progress will result in 
the recovery of the whole gospel. 


The field of present exploration lies in that part 


of the Nile which will, within the next two years, 
b* submerged by the reservoir created by the con- 
struction of the great dam at Assouan, which is 
described as the eighth wonder of the world. The 
dam was completed some years ago. But, although 
the waters of the Nile are now backed by it 140 
miles into Nubia, six thousand laborers are being 
employed on it buttressing the face with solid 
masonry twenty-three feet thick and raising it 
thirty feet higher than it is at present in order to 
Increase its capacity for the irrigation of a larger 
area of land m Lower Egypt. This will be ac- 
complished within two years and the field in which 
the exploration fund is operating will be flooded 
and all the antiquities it contains irredeemably lost 
to mankind thereafter. The fund, therefore, needs 
•all the money it can get to enable it to utilize the 
brief time available to the best advantage. Every 
contribution means the employment of a new- 
spade.

Evidently the report of 
Lieutenant Colonel 


John Biddle, United States Army Engineer in 
charge of Federal improvements in Oakland har- 


bor, 
was written and forwarded to the chief 


engineers of the War 
Department 
with an 


imperfect and erroneous knowledge of the actual 
conditions and before the bond issue had been 
favorably acted upon by popular vote. He cannot 
be charged with any intentional error in his state- 
ment of the conditions, because with the imperfect 
knowledge he possessed when his report was writ- 


ten, 
he gave 
the scheme of municipal im- 


provement his heartiest approval and forcefully 
recommended the granting, of the necessary ap- 
propriation 
by Congress. 
Under the circum- 


stances the Board of River and Harbor Engineers 
cannot be blamed for their action. 
It is merely a 


case of fnisapprehension of the actual facts by the 
resident army engineer in charge and, of course, a 
misunderstanding of the real facts of the case by 
the revisory United States Engineering Board of 
Rivers and Harbors. 


In a dispatch sent by Mayor Mott to" Congress- 


man Knowjand he calls special attention to the er- 
rors in Colonel Biddle's report which were un- 
doubtedly committed through imperfect knowl- 
edge of the city's plans of improvement on the 
harbor water front, as the report was evidently 
written before the proposition for the improvement 
had been submitted to the people, as it represents 
that only $1,000,000 was to be expended for im- 
provements in the harbor proper and on the shore 
of the bay, and that the decree of the Federal Ap- 
pellate Court had granted the city control for only 
a narrow strip of three hundred feet outside of 
that occupied by private interests. 


The Mayor has made it clear in his dispatch to 


Knowland that the Federal Appellate Court has 
granted to the city control of all the water front 
lying beyond low tide line and that the latter is 
a considerable distance inside the pier headline 
and that it has, moreover, obligated itself through 
the issuance of bonds to spend $2,000,000 in the 
estuary alone, part of which is to acquire land ly- 
ing inland of the city's property between Broad- 
way and Myrtle street—a distance of 2750 feet, 
and that easterly of Broadway to the present city 
wharf the frontage reverts to the city under the 
Federal Court decision; that this, after carrying 
out the proposed municipal improvements, will 
give the city an unbroken water frontage from 
Webster street bridge to Myrtle street. 


The Mayor has also explained the plan of water 


front improvements which the city is preparing 
to carry out and complete within the next twelve 
months and that their utility depends upon the 
recommendations of Colonel Biddle for the deep- 
ening and the widening of the channel being car- 
ried out for the benefit of commerce. 


It is gratifying to note that the commercial bod- 


ies in San Francisco have joined in urging that 
the recommendations of Colonel Biddle for appro- 
priations to improve Oakland harbor should be 
concurred in as an urgent commercial necessity.

Since the Security bank closed the 
deal, it is said that the property could have been 
turned over three or four times at a good profit on 
each turn. Four years ago, it is doubtful whether 
the lot would have brought $1,000 per front foot, 
which shows how realty values are moving up- 
ward jn Oakland. 


An Auburn dispatch represents that Japanese 


have acquired ownership of two thousand acres of 
highly cultivated land in Placer county and are 
paying yearly rentals aggregating $24,700 on or- 
chard leaseholds. 
One thing is noteworthy in 


connection with their occupation of fruit-growing 
lands in various parts of the State, namely, that 
they are making the business pay handsomely 
where the former white owners signally failed. A 
notable example is the case of one of the largest, if 
not the largest vineyard in the Santa Cruz moun- 
tains which was bought by a colony of Japanese 
some years ago. To the previous owner, the place 
had been a continuous source of expense instead 
of profit. The Japanese have not only made the 
property pay handsomely; but they are said to 
have amassed considerable wealth out of the vine-, 
yard- since acquiring ownership.

It stands at the coiner of 
Second Avenue, where it was built in 
851. 
Its congregation has been dwin- 


dling for many years owing- to the entire 
change in the character of the popula- 


I ion surrounding it and the consolidation 
is to be effected through the efforts of 
Mr. Merriam, the pastor, who believes 
that his flock will be better cared for in 
connection witii the Sixth Avenue Church, 
of which he will bo associate pastor. 
What makes this transaction particularly 
interesting is the fact that 'it goes to 
prove how conditions in New York are 
constantly changing. When this church 
was established in 1851 it came about 
through the consolidation oC a church on 
Biainerd street with one on Sixth street. 
After ten ye-ars another church came 
into the combination and five years later 
still a fifth was absorbed, thus the pres- 
ent move will be the result of a process 
of elimination and consolidation involv- 
ing no less than six different places of 
worship. Very few cities carry on then- 
religious work in tha matter of tearing 
down and consolidating their place of 
worship in such strenuous fashion.
